And if ſo, then it follows, that the Son hath 
received his Being and Exiſtence from the 
Father. That the Father is the firſt Supreme 
Cauſe of the Son's Being, is here taken for 
granted; for if there be a firſt Supreme Cavſe 
antecedent to him, that firſt Supreme Cauſe 
would claim that Character, and it ſelf would 
be the Supreme God. By the Father's being the 
free Cauſe of the Son's Being, we mean, that 
the Father did not beget the Son by a Neceſſity 
of Nature, but from the Freedom of bis Will :

ing that acts it is an Eternal Being, as the Be- 
ing we here refer- to is ſuppoſed to be. But 
when the Scriptures make mention of the Be- 


getting or Generation of the Son, it is in the 


Preter Tenſe, as that which is paſt : Conſe- 
quently it is an AQ of the Father's Will. For if 
the Father did beget the Son by a Neceſſity. of 
Nature, then He would always be Begetting, 
but neyer be Begotten. The word Beget, im- 
plies the Act or Operation of the Father. The 
word Begotten, implies the perfecting and finiſh- 
ing of that Act, or of the thing which that Act 
or Operation did produce; and conſequently, 
the ceaſing or diſcontinuance of that AR or 


Operation that did produce it. Seeing then, that 


the Scripture ſpeaks of the Son as a Being that 
is already Begotten, and as one whoſe Genera- 
tion was Jong ſince, it will follow that the 
Father's Ack in generating of the Son is paſt 
allo; and that the Father did beger the Son, 
not by a Neceſſity of Nature, but from the Free- 
dom of bis Will. The ſum of all is this, If there 
was ſuch a thing as Time, before, at, or after 


te Generation of the Son, then his Generation

That the Son is conſidered in his 
higheſt Nature, in this Text, will appear, if 
we obſerve the Gradations, or the ſeveral Steps, 
by which our Lord aſcends from one Species o 
Beings to another, and declares them all Igno- 
rant of that Day and Hour, he was ſpeaking about, 
till he cometh to him that is Being of Beings 
or him that has Being originally in himſelf, an 
is the Fountain of all other Beings, (viz.) God 
the Father; and he is faid to have the Know- 
ledge of that Day and Hour peculiar to him- 
= ſelf, and excluſive of all other kind of Beings 
= whatſoever; that is, it is God the Father alone, 
= excluſive of all other Beings, even of his Only- 
8 begotten Son, which hath the Knowledge of 
that Day and Hour, (at leaſt,) Originally and 
Uncommunicated in himſelf : So, that if the 
Son had the Knowledge of that Day and Hour, 
yet it was by Communication, from the Father. 
Firſt, Our Lord aſſerts, That of that Day and 
= Hour knoweth no One, or no Man. Conſequently, 
FT It our: Lord's Humane Nature is to be conſi- 
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dered in this place, in a ſeparate and diſtin 
Capacity from the Divine Nature, (and if his 
Humane Nature was ignorant of what his Di- 
vine Nature did know,) he would as a Man be 
included in this firſt Aſlertion. Then our Lord 
oceeds by a ſecond Step to ſhew, that the 
Knowledge of that Day and Hour was kept from 
a Species of Beings ſaperior to Man, (vix.) the 
Angels which are in Heaven, and which the 
Text ſuppoſeth to have a greater meaſure of 
Knowledge than Man had, which is implyed in 
theſe Words, No not the Angels, &c. Then he 
proceeds by a third Step to a Being ſuperior to 
Angels, (viz.) the Son, and declares him igno- 
rant of that Day; which can imply no lefs than 
that he could not have the Knowledge: of it 
from bimſelf, but from his Father; and if the 
Father had not Revealed it unto him, he was 
actually Ignorant of it then. And laſtly,” He 
aſſerts, that the Knowledge of that Day and 
Hour was peculiar to the Father; which to ſay 
the leaſt, muſt ſigniſy, that the Father alone had 
the Knowledge of that Day jand Hour, in, and 
from himſelf, without receiving it by Commu» | 
nication from any other, as we ſaid before: So 
then our Lord hath declared, that his Know- 
ledge is Inferior to his Fathers. Again, Fob. 1 0. 
28, 29, 30. My Sheep bear my Voice, and they fol- 
low me, and I give unto them Eternal Life,” and 
they ſhall never periſh, neither ſhall any pluck them © 
out of my Hand : My Father which gave them me 
is greater than all, and none is able to pluck them 
out of my Father's Hand. I and my Father are 
One, In the Words fore-going, our Lord prin» * 
cipally takes Notice of two Things. Firſt, That 
the Church is in a happy and ſafe Condition in 
his Hand; 7 give unto them Eternal Life, and they 
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out of my Hand. Secondly, He ſheweth how his 
Sheep come to be thus ſafe in his Hand, and 
that upon a three-fold Account; Firſt, Becauſe 
= they were a Treaſure given or committed to | 
bis Care by the Father. 4, Father which gave 

them-me, &c. And therefore it was reaſonable _ 
to ſuppoſe that he would out of reſpect to his 
Father, whom he loved and ſerved, take care 
of a Gift and Treaſure: that his Father had com- 
mitted to his Hand ; and likewiſe it was as rea- 
ſonable to ſuppoſe, that the Father would give 
him Ability to diſcharge his Truſt. Secondly, 
They were ſafe in his Hand, becauſe the Father 
which gave them to him, had a Power in him- 
ſelf ſofficient to anſwer that end: Ay Father 
which gave them me is greater than all and none is 
able to pluck them out of my Fatber's Hand, In 
theſe Words our Lord ſeemeth plainly to imply, 
that bis own Power, conſidered ſeparate from 
the Power of the Father, was an inferior ſubor- 
dinate Power to the Power of the Father ; and 
though the Sheep's ſafety might be queſtioned 
when they were under the Guardianſhip of his 
Power only, yet there could be no doubt of it, 
when they were under the Covert of the Fa- 
ther's Power alſo. And that they were ſo, he 
aſſerts, Thirdly, That the Father did communi- 
cate his Power to him. I and wy Father are One 
Which is as much as if he had ſaid, as the Fa- 
= ther hath put the Care of the Church upon me, 
= ſo hath he put upon me his Power alſo, to enable 
Xx me to diſcharge that Truſt; and therefore the 
Church muſt be in a ſafe condition in my Hand. 
Xx 1 and my Father are One, not Numerically, but 
one in the Care and Preſervation of the Church. 
As the Son exerciſeth the Power of the Father, 
they may well be ſaid to be One - Becauſe the 
Von doth. not exerciſe a ſeparate Independent 
—_—... Power, 
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' Power, but och a Power as he receiveth front

% Power, and the Father and He are ſaid to be 
| One in the exerciſe of it. The whole that we 
would obſerve from this Paſſage is this, That 
Chriſt makes the Power of the Father to be 
greater than all other Power whatſoever, even 
greater than his own Power, when his own 
Power is confidered ſeparate from the Power 
of the Father. For if his own Power had been 

equal to the Father s, then there had been no 

need of his declaring that the Father's: Power 

was engaged for their ſafety, 'becauſe they would 

have been altogether as ſafe without it. Again, 

Fob. 14. 28. Te bave beard how I ſaid uitto you ; 
1 go away and come again unto you - If ye loved 
me ye would - Rejoyce, becauſe I ſaid J go to the 
Father For my Father is greater than J. In this 
Verſe our Lord ſheweth his Diſciples - his 
diſlike of their Sorrow, which they ſnewed at 
the Apprehenſion of bis Departure from them; 
and withal telleth them, that his Departure was 
_ 4 proper ground of Joy to them, if they loved 
him; becauſe every Lover rejoyceth at the Good, 
and Exaltation, and Increaſe of Happineſs that 
is conferred on their Beloved: And that they 
might be ſatisfied, that his going from them 
would be for his promotion, and Good, he 
aſſerts, * Father he was going to, was 
greater than and conſequently was both able 
— willing to give, and confer on him what» 
ever was neceſſary cherkunto. But if our Lord 
was a Co-ordinate Being with the Father, he 
could not receive any ſuch Benefit from the Fa- 
ther, as his Argument here ſoppoſeth: Nay, 
he could not in his Humane Nature, for if bis 
Humane Nature was united unto the higheſt or 


TN God, by its Union with the: Son, we 
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My Fotber worketh hitherto, and I work; he now 
adds, that for the time to come he ſhould per- 
form greater Works than theſe, by the Enable- 
ment, Direction, and Appointment of the Fa- 
ther, that they might Marvel. This we take 
to be the Senſe of this place of Scripture : For 
if our Lord's doing nothing but what he had 
ſeen the Father do; did imply that he did all 
things by ſuch a Pattern as the Father had 
actually performed before him, the conſequence 
of this would be, that the Father had created 
a World before this; and that Chriſt had fol- 
lowed that Pattern in creating this; and like- 
wiſe that the Father had taken upon him Hu- 
mane Nature, and done all thoſe Works that 
Chriſt did; and that Chriſt in theſe Works did 
imitate the Father. Theſe and the like things 
the Father muſt actually perform, before the 
Son could perform them, if be did fee the Fa- 
ther do them, in the Senſe we now ſpeak of. But 
we think rather, that the Son did all things, 
by the Will and Direction of the Father, as the 
inferior Workman builds the Houſe by the Plan 
or Draught given him by the chief Architect. 
Again, Job. 10. 33. The Jews anſwered him, For 
4 good Work we Stone thee not, but for Blaſpbemy; 
And for that thou being a Man, makeſt thy felf God. 
The Occaſion of thefe Words we have in the 
fore going Verſes: There our Lord is ſaid to 
call Gad his own Father, and that he and the Fa- 
ther were One ; the Jews inferring from hence that 
he had defam'd God, in as much as he who ap- 
peared to them to be but a Man, had ſet up 
himſelf as a Competitor with God. And upon 
this the Jews took up Stones to Stone him. At 
the fight of which our Lord puts this Queſtion, 
Many. good Works bave I ſbewed you from my Fa- 
ther; for which of theſe good Works do you Stone me ?

Then the Fews Anſwer'd him, as in the Verſe a-

dove, that they did not Stone him for any good 


Work, which he had done, but for Blaſphemy, 
in that he had made himſelf God, or Equal to G od 
To which our Lord replied. Is it not written in 
your Law, I ſaid ye are Gods? And then he adds, 
I be called them Gods to whom the Word of God came, 
| (and the Scriptures cannot be broken) ſay ye of him whom 
the Father bath Sanctiſied and ſent into the World, 
Thou Blaſphemeſt, becauſe I ſaid I am the Son of God? 
In this Reply our Lord doth not deny that the 
making himſelf God (in the Jews Senſe of that 
Word) had been Blaſphemy ; but that which he 
denieth is, That the making himſelf the Supreme 


God, or Equal to him, could be juſtly Inferred 
from what he had ſaid, Becavſe the Scripture 


had given the Name God, to thoſe that were ſent 


in God's Name, therefore it could not be Blaſ- 


phemy for him, who was in the moſt +minent 
manner ſent of God, to ſay that he was the Son 
of God, Upon the Whole this is that which we 
would Remark from the two Inſtances before ns 
(viz) That our Lord was ſo far from encouraging 
Peoples taking up ſuch an Opinion of him, that 
he was the Supreme God, or Equal to him, that 
an the contrary he endeayoured to diſſwade them 
from it; which we think he would not have done, 
if this Opinion had been true: Becauſe in ſo doing 
he would have Obſtructed one great End of his 
coming into the World, which he elſewhere tells 
us was to bear Witneſs to the Truth, Joh. 38. 
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Behalf himſelf ; conſequently the Son is 
Inferior and Subordinate to the Father; and 


the Father alone is the & wpreme God.

23 v. F. And 
now, O Father, glorify thou me with thine own ſelf, 
with the Glory "Rb I bad with thee before the World 
was. That this Prayer was the Act of his 
Divine Nature is undeniable, becauſe it was his 
Divine Nature alone that was in a State of Glory 
with the Father before the World was : And that it 
was the Father alone that could confer this Bleſ- 
ſing upon him is manifeſt, from his directing 
this Prayer to the Father, 'Yea, this Text, doth 
plainly ſhew that the Perfection of the Son's Glo- 
ry and Happineſs did flow-from the Father, and 
did conſiſt in the Enjoyment of the Father; con- 
ſequently he muſt be Inferior and Subordinate to 
the Father: For the Father's Glory was Underived 

and Originally in Himſelf; but the Son's Glor 
yas Derived from, and Originally i in the Father.

TH1S is one Eſſential Character of the Su- 
preme God, (viz.) That he is Eternally 
and Unchangeably the ſame, without any Adgir 
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tion to, or Diminution of his Perfeation; and 
Glory; 'wherefore if the Son has.paſ&d thro? ſuch 
a Change as to be either leſſen'd, or encreas'd in 
his Perfection and Glory, the Conſequence is 
clear, that he is not the Supreme God. That the 
Bon hath paſs d thro' ſuch a Change. See Fobs 177. 
Aud now, O Father, glorify thou me, with thine own 
92 with that Glory 1 bad with thee before the World 
was, In this Text are ſeveral Things worthy our 
Obſervation. Firſt, That the Son was in a State 
of Glory before the World was. Secondly, That 
in the Days of his Debaſement (when this Prayer 
was put up to his Father) he was in a leſs Degree 
of Glory than he was in before his ſaid Debaſe- 
ment: Becauſe it is Abſurd to ſuppoſe that our 
Lord did Pray for that which he was in the En- 
joyment of; or for the Reſtoring of that which 
was not depreſs'd or taken away. Thirdly, that 
the Son's Glory proceeded from, and was in the 
Hand and Power of the Father. And Laſtly, 
That the Glory here ſpoken of, can by no means 
be applied to the Humane Nature: Becauſe it 
was enjoy d by that Nature which was in being 
before the World, which could be no other than 
his Divine Nature. Again, 2 Cor. 8. 9. Te know 
the Grace of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, that tho” be was 
Rich, yet for your ſakes he became Poor, that ye thro' 
bis Poverty might be Rich. The Apoſtle in the 
beginning of this Chapter endeavoured to per- 
ſwade the believing Corinthians to a liberal Con- 
tribution to the Poor Saints in Judea, from the 
example of the Neighbouring Churches of Adace- 
4 who had to their Ability, yea beyond their A- 
ity,-(and that too at a time of their deep Po- 
_ and Affliction) Contributed willingly, and 
of their own accord towards the Relief of their 
Poor Brethren, and had prayed the Apoſtles to 
receive the Si, r 6 Fat gre the Corinthians 
% to 
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erſtand that as they had abounded in other 


te and 


abound in this Grace alſo; and this enduced him 
to preſs it ſo much upon them: Not that he had 


. received any particular Command from Chriſt, 


for what he did towards them in this Affair, but 
he was encourag'd to it from the forwardneſs of 


Others," And further he gives them to under- 


ſtand; that tho” he had no Command from Chriſt 
for what he did, (viz.) to preſs them with ſo 


much Earneftneſs ro a liberal Contribution to the 


Poor Saints in Judea, yet they had the Example 
of Chriſt for what he required from them; for ye 
know the Grace of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, &c, So 
that in this Verſe the Apoſtle uſeth another Ar- 
gument to engage the Corinthians to the practice of 
the Duty he had recommended, by reminding 
them of that abundant Grace and Bounty of 
Chriſt, which he had Exerciſed towards them, in 
that when be was Rich be became Poor, that t 

thro bis Poverty might be made Rich ; whoſe Exam- 
ple and Pattern, as Chriſtians, they were obliged 
to follow. Now the Grace and Bounty which 
Chriſt Exercis'd was ſuch as cannot be Applicable 
to his Humane Nature; for the Apoſtle declares, 
that our Lord did for Mankinds ſake, paſs from 
u State of Riches, to a State of Poverty: But as 


to Worldly Riches, thoſe he was never poſſeſs'd 


of ; He was as Poor when he came ont of the 
Womb, as when he was laid in the Tomb: His 
whole Life from his Birth to his Death, was a 
State of Meanneſs and Poverty. Therefore the 
Apoſtle cannot be ſuppoſed to ſpeak of Worldly 
Riches, becauſe if he did, his Aſſertion would 
have been Falſe in Fact: Our Lord never paſſing 
thro ſuch a Change, as from a-State of Worldly 
Riches to a State of Poverty. And therefore the 
Riches here ſpoken of muſt be ſomething mm 
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Graces; ſo it was his Deſire that they ſhonld 
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tore upon him: And his paſſing into a State of 
Poverty muſt be a leaving, and being ſeparated 
from that Good (by his becoming a Man)/whieh 
he did enjoy before he thus humbled himſelf; 
The meaning of the Apoſtle we take to be this 
That our Lord in his Divine Nature did enjoy 
unſpeakable Happineſs and Glory with the Fa-: 
ther, which he calleth a State of Riches ;' and 
that for Mankind's ſake, he was pleaſed to take 
upon him a State and Condition, in which he had 
a much leſs Degree of Happineſs and Glory, than 
he had before enjoy'd; and this be calleth a 
State of Poverty. And his paſſing out of one of 
theſe States into the other, he calls a becomin 
Poor. Seeing then our Lord did in his Highelt 
or Divine Nature, paſs thro' ſuch a Change, as 
from-Rich to become Poor, it will follow that he 
is Inferior. and Su rdinate to the Father, and that 
the Father alone is the Supreme God. Under 
this head of Argument we may add thoſe Places 
or Texts which ſpeak of our Lord's coming down 
from Heaven, and of his Aſcending thither again, 
See Fob; 6. 33. For the Bread of God is be which 
cometh down from Heaven, and giveth Life unto the 
World. Again, ver. 38. For I came down fr 2 
Heaven. Again, ver. 62. What and if ye he 
ſee the Son of Man Aſcend up where be was before 
theſe and the like places we conceive our 2 * 8 
Divine Nature muſt be intended; becauſe it was 
his Divine Nature alone that hai been in Hea- 
ven, and that had deſcended from it: Again we 
ſay, whatever is meant by the word Heaven;

was a Man: And Laſtly, He ſubmitted bimſelf un- 
to Death, But if there had been a Humane Spt- 
rit diſtin& from the Divine Nature in our Savi- 
our, then what the Apoſtle ſaid had not been 
true; for he faith, That the very fame intel- 
lectval, ſpiritval Being that was in the Form of a

Fiftbly, The Scripture declares, that the Di- 
vine Word ſuffer'd with the fleſhy part, to 
which it was united ; even as the rational Spi- 
rit ſuffers with the fleſhy Part in all other Men;

ſay He, (viz) the Word or Son of God; not 
another Being, bore that Burthen in his Stead. | 
Sixthly, The Scriptures declare, that the moſt 
Divine Part of our Saviour did Die, by being 
ſeparated from that Mortal Body to which it 
was united; even as all other Men are ſaid to 
— when their Spirit is ſeparated from their 
Body; conſequently the Divine Word was a

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Ad 3. 15. nd lib the Prince of Life, whom 


God raiſed from the Dead, of which we are Mit- 

neſſes. Here we ſee the Prince f Life, or the 
Word, or Son of God is ſaid to be kin d; not 
any other Being to whom he was united, but 
himſelf, the Prince of Life. And, As 2. 36. 
Cod bath made that ſanic Jeſus whom ye Crucified, - 
both Lord and Chriſt - that ſame, not another, is 
Lord and Chriſt, And, Chap. 4. 10. That in the 
Name of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom ye Cru- 
cified, &c, And, Kom. 5.6, 8, 10. In due time 
Chriſt died for the Ungodly : In that while we were 
Sinners, Chriſt died for us. For, if while we were 
Enemies, we were reconciled to God by the Death of 
bis Son: Not by another Being which ſuffer'd 
by his Enablement, but we were reconciled to 
God by the Death of the Divine Word, or Son of 
Cod. Here we ſee in theſe and abundance of- 
other Texts that might be produced, that Chriſt 
the Lord, or the Word and Son of God is ſaid 
to die, to die in his own Perſon ; not in the 
Perſon of another Being which was united to 
him, and ſubſtituted ro Suffer in his place; bur 
as in 1 Pet. 2. 24. He bimſelf bore our Sins on bis 
own Body, on the Tree: Conſequently he was bim- 
ſelf part of the Humane Nature. 

Seventbly, The Scriptures declare, that the 
Divine Word roſe from the Dead; that is, it 
was ggain re- united to that fleſhy | part from 
which it was ſeparated by Death: Couldyveat- 
ly he was himſelf truly Man, 

Acts 3. 13. And killed the Prince of Life, whom 
God raiſed from the Dead, of whom we are Witneſſes. 
Here woe ſee, that it was the Prince of Life that 
was raiſed vp. And, Chap. 4. 10. That hoy 
Name of Feſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom ye Cruci- 
fied, whom God raiſed from the Dead, And, Chap. 
1 3 30. The God of our Fathers bath raiſed up 2

ſus. - And, 1 Cor. 15. 3, 4. 7 delivered unto. you: 
firſt of all, that which I received, bow that cba 

died. Aud that be was Buried, and Roſe ag 
according to the Scriptures. Here we ſee, Thac 
Chriſt, or the Divine Word, and Son of God, 
was himſelf (not another Being to which he was 
united) Raiſed from the Dead, by being reſtored 
again to that fleſhy Part from which he had been 
ſeparated by Death, 

Eighthly and Laſtly, The Scriptures declare, 
That the Word aſcended up into Heaven, in 
the ſight of the Apoſtles, to be exalted at 
God's Right-hand : We ſay, in the fight of the 
Apoſtles, becauſe the Divine Word animated 
that Body which did aſcend viſibly in their fight, 
at the ſame time that the bodily Part aſcended : 
Conſequently it was a real Part of the Man- 


Mark 16. 19. So then after the Lord bad ſpoken 
unto them, be was received up into Heaven, and 
ſat on the Right-band of God, Here we ſee, that 
the Lord, or Divine Word, Was that ſame Be- 
ing which animated that Body, that was viſible 
to their ſight, and which moved that Tongue 
which talked with them, and which Aſcended 


up into Heaven, and ſat down at the Rigbt- hand of 


God. Acts 1. 11. Te Men of Galiles, why ſtand 
ye gazing up into Heaven ? This ſame Jeſus which 

is taken up from you into Heaven, ſhall ſo come in 
like manger, as ye have ſeen bim go into Heaven. 
Here we ſee, that the Being which aſcended in 
the Apoſtles ſight ; even that Body which they 
ſaw, and that Mind which animated that Body, 
is the very Being (and not another which was 
united to it) which muſt come again to Judge 
the World : And eee Was a "ey 
Ward and Son of God,

Divine Word, or Son of God, who hath re- 


ceived” Power from the Father, to be both 2 
Prince, and a Saviour, and to give Repentance and 
Forgiveneſs of Sins ;, this ſame Being (and not 
another which he was united to) was Killed, and 
Raiſed, and Exalted at the Right-hand of God 
Conſequently he was a Man, or a real Part of 
the Humane Nature. | 
And thus we think we have proved by unde- 
niable Evidence, that the Divine Nature in our 
Saviour, was not united to the entire Humani- 
ty, but was it ſelf a real Part of it: And if it 
was a real Part of it, then it muſt be either 
the fleſhy Part, or the ſpiritual Part, or both; 
but that it was not the fleſhy Part in our Savi- 
our which was the Divine Word, appears from 
Heb. 10. 5. Wherefore, when be cometh into the 
World, be ſaith, Sacrifice and Offerings thou wouldeſt 
not, but a Body baſk thou prepared me. Here we 
ſee, that a Body was prepared for the Divine Word, 
to be united to, and to act in: Conſequently he 
was not the Body. 
Rom. t. 3, 4. Concerning bis Son Feſus Chriſt 


our Lord, who was made of the Seed of David, ac- 


cording to the Fleſh ;, and declared to be the Son of 
God with Power, according to the Spirit of Holineſs, 
by the ReſurreGion from the Dead, Here we ſee, 
the fleſhy Part of our Saviour, was made of 
the Seed of David, and conſequently was not the 
Divine Word, And here the Apoſtle declares, 
that though he was of the Seed of David accord- 

ing to the Fleſh, yet his ſpiritusl Part was the 
Word, or Son of God And it was declared to

be ſo by that mighty Power that did attend it; 
and by that Spirit of Holineſs that: ated in it, or 
elſe that witneſſed to it, and by the delete 
from the Dead. Here we ſee, the Apoſtſe aſſerts 
all that we have been pleading for, ( vit.) Thet 
the fleſhy Part was the Seed of David; that the 


ſpiritual Part was the Divine Word; ow that - 


the Divine Word (when united to the fleſhy 
Part) was a Man; and that this Man was our 
Lord Chriſt. Thus we ſee from theſe Texts, 

that it was not the fleſhy or bodily Part that 
was the Divine Word in our Saviour: Conſe- 
quently it muſt be the rational, ſpiritual Part. 
But if it ſhould! be here Objetted, That if the 
Word, or Son of God, ſhould: it ſelf be the 
Humanity, then he muſt be the fleſhy Part alſo; 
becauſe otherways he would be _ but in 
Part: 

Anſwer, We ſay with the Objecter, That the 
Divine Word conſidered alone, even when joined 
to the fleſhy Part, was but a part of the Huma- 
nity ; and before it was joined to the bodily and 
flelhy Part, it was no part of the Humanity; 
but this we "fay, that when it was joined to the 
ffleſny Part, then it and the fieſuy Part (conſi- 
dered in that Conjunction) was a whole Man: 
And therefore when we ſay, the Word was a 
Man, we do not mean that it was Tranſubſtan- 
tiared into a fleſhy and bodily Subſtance, or thar 
it was truly Man, conſidered ſeparate: from the 
fAcſhy Part, but only that it was ſo when it was 
united to it, and made one Being with it. A 
like Inſtance we have in the Angels, which ap- 
peared to Abrabam and Lot + I hey: were real 
Angels in their Nature; but when their Ange- 
lick Nature was united to a fleſhy Part, then they 
were Men, Thos, Gen. 18. 1. And the Lord ap- 
peared unto Abraham, in the Plains of da

— is the Lord appear'd to him, by the Mi-

— Aud when the Morn- 
ing aroſe, then the Angels baſtew'd Lot, & c. Here 
we lee, they are expreſsly called Angels by the 
Hiſtorian ; and yet the ſame Hiſtorian calleth 
them Men three times, in the ſame Hiſtory * 
And that they were ſo, appeareth-from thoſe 
viſible, living, ſenſible Bodies they appear'd in, 
and acted by; ſee Yer. 10. And the Men put forth 
their Hands, and pull d Lot into the Houſe to them, 
and ſhut to the Door, And, Ver. 16. And whilſ 
be lingred, the Men laid hold of his Hand,” and of 
the Hand of his Wife, and tbe Hand of bis two 
Daughters, Here we ſee, they had real mate- 
rial Bodies, which ſimple Spirits have not: For 
thus our Lord ſaith, Late 24. 39, 40. Bebold 
my Hands, and my Feet, that it is 1 my ſelf 5 ban- 
dle me, and ſee, for a Spirit bath not Fleſh amd Bones, 
as ye ſee me haue; and when be bad thus ſpoken, 
be ſhewed them his Hands, and bit Feet, That 
which we would obſerve is this, That a Man is 
made up of a fleſhy Part, united to, and ani- 
mated by a rational Spirit; and whatſoever Spe- 
cies, or kind of Being that rational Spirit is, 
which is united to the fleſhy Part, yet when ir 
is thus united, it is called a Man, though at the 
Game time it may be more than a Man, as in 
the Inſtances before us: They are called Men, 
and yet they were more than Men, (viz. An- 
gels, ) So in like manner, when the Diving Word 
was united to the fleſhy Part, then jt Was cal- 
led a. Man ; and yet it was more than à Man, 
vizx. the Word or Son of God; who in Subor- 
dination to his God aud Father, is over all, bleſ- 
fed for ever. And thus we hope we have ſuffi-

This being fo, we ſay, That the Divine Word, 
antecedent to his Incarnation, was far above all 
ſpiritual Beings, (the ſopreme God, the Father 
only excepted Jia Wiſdom, Power, and all other 
Divine Excellencies; but as in 2 Cor. 8. 9. For 
Manbind's ſale be became Poor, by being united to 
a fleſhy Body; and ſo was diveſted of that mea- 
ſure of Power, Wiſdom, and other Divine Ex- 
cellencies, which be before did enjoy; or at leaſt 
of the Exerciſe of them: For when he was thus 
united to humane Fleſh; and acted in, and by the 
| bodily Organs, his Knowledge, Wiſdom, and 
the like ; or rather the Exerciſe of them, was 


more or leſs perfect, as the bodily Organs were 
2 amore or leſs ſo. 


The Divine Word was in his Nature Fo 
above all Angels, Heb; 1. 4. Being made ſo much 
better than the Angels, as he bath by Inheritance ob- 
tained a more excellent Name than they : And yet 
when he was cloathed with Fleſh, by being united 
to a-fleſhy Body, he was made lower than the An- 
gels, Heb.

And as we have thus fully proved the Do- 


ctrine we laid down, from the ſacred: Word of 


God; ſo we would call upon all Chriſtians to 
examine it with the exaQeſt care, becauſe it was 
the erring in this Point that led the Chriſtian 


World into all thoſe confuſed and contradiQory 


Opinions they have run into in this matter; 

and it-1s this alone, they are all capable of cen- 
tring in. It is this Doctrine that reconciles the

If this Report had been true, That al the King's 
Sons had been dead; yet ſurely Abſalom muſt have 
been excepted, in the Murther of his Kiag's 
Sons; becauſe he was the cauſe and contriver of 
ir, So again, we read in the 1 Cor. 15. 25, 26, 
27. He (viz. Chriſt) muſt Reign, till be bath put 
all Enemies under bis Feet, The laſt” Enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroy'd is Death, For be bath put all things 
under bis Feet.

St. Peter had not ſuch a Power of diſcerning 
Men's Hearts independent and original in him- 
ſelf, but on this Occaſion he received this Pow- 


er from God; and if God had pleaſed, perhaps 


be might have given St. Feter (as he hath done 
to Chriſt) an Ability to have known the Hearts 
of other Men at all times. And if he had done 
fo, St. Peter would yet have been but what he 
was, (viz.) a Man; and he would have been 
no more than a Man; much leſs would be have 
been ec;ual to the ſupreme God.
